Upwards of 200 people 
came out on a beautiful fall 
morning to remember the 
fallen and injured men and 
women of Canada's military. 

Federal, provincial and 
municipal representatives 
were joined by Innisfil res¬

and thought about the sacri¬ 
fices made. 

Capt. Mehdi Imtiaz, an 
Innisfil resident for 23 
years and a 35-year mem¬ 
ber of the Canadian mili¬ 
tary, observed the service. 
He has served in Sudan, 
did two tours in Afghan¬ 
istan, trained United 
Nations peacekeeping 
forces in numerous South 
American countries and 
has been deployed with the 
Canadian Armed Forces 
to many other locations 
around the world. 

Military personnel appre¬ 
ciate the emotions expressed 
on Nov. 11, Imtiaz said. 

"It's important for us in the 
military because it helps us 
to remember our friends we 
have lost," he said. "By the 
very nature of the military, 
we are reserved in showing 
our emotions. This allows us 
to express that. When every¬ 
one is doing it, it's a collec¬ 
tive experience of sorrow." 


Imtiaz was asked if the 
recent killings of two uni¬ 
formed soldiers made this 
Remembrance Day service 
any different. 

"It made a difference in 
that two good men lost their 
lives. But this is the military. 
We will carry on," he said. 

Innisfil Mayor Barb 
Baguley said she was 
pleased to see so many 
young people attend the 
Remembrance Day serv¬ 
ice, including teens from 
the Nantyr Shores D-Day 
Group who travelled to 
Europe earlier this year. 

"It's important for them to 
learn and understand that 
war is not as glamorous as 
it is sometimes portrayed. It 
is brutal and it's reality. Peo¬ 
ple die in war," she said. "It's 
something they hopefully 
won't have to experience. 

"Because people were will¬ 
ing to defend Canada, we are 
free today," Baguley added.

The Lefroy-Belle Ewart 
Branch 547 of the Royal Cana¬ 
dian Legion held its Remem¬ 
brance Parade on Nov. 9. 

Led by a fire truck, the 
Legion colour party and the 
Innisfil Pipes and Drums, this 
year's parade included dozens 
of young Scouts and Guides, 
marching on Ewart Street to 
the cenotaph at the Legion. 

Chaplin Marjorie Williams 
led the Service of Remem¬ 
brance, and addressed her 
opening remarks primarily 
to the young people in the 
crowd. 

She noted that there is talk 
of proclaiming Nov. 11 as a 
federal holiday but not the 
usual kind of holiday, when 
kids enjoy "freedom" from the 
classroom. "It's a day to cele¬ 
brate a different kind of free¬ 
dom. Freedom to express your 
ideas, freedom to come and 
go, freedom from fear," which 
veterans fought to preserve. 


Williams told the children, 
"You are young, but never too 
young to serve the cause of 
peace.... Never bully. Never 
say nasty words to people, 
that might make them angry... 
Anger leads to violence, and 
violence leads to war." 

And she talked of the 
sacrifice of those who have 
served, and those who fell, 
making it possible to live 
in peace, in "a place where 
everyone can live full, 
happy and productive lives 
We ask for God's blessing 
that we may be worthy of 
their sacrifice." 

Wreaths were laid at the 
Legion Cenotaph, and the 
flags were lowered to the 
sound of The Last Post, before 
a lone piper played The 
Lament. 

"The ability to remember 
is a gift from God to man¬ 
kind," said Chaplin Wil¬ 
liams.

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Cookstown remembers

COOKSTOWN — The Allis- 
ton branch of the Royal Cana¬ 
dian Legion has helped to 
hold the Remembrance Day 
ceremony at the Cookstown 
cenotaph ever since the Cook¬ 
stown Legion closed its doors. 

On Nov. 9 ; Legionnaires 
mingled with local residents; 
veterans and politicians once 
again as the village held its 
Remembrance Day service in 
St. John's Anglican Church, 
followed by a wreath-laying at 
the cenotaph. 

The Alliston Legion's col¬ 
our party stood at attention 
in front of the stone Cen¬ 
otaph, where two plaques 
commemorate the names of 
all who fell in World Wars I 
and II, as Cookstown resi¬ 
dent Alan Dawson read the 
names out loud. 

The Cenotaph, built in 1935 
by Alfred Davis of Gilford, is 
located in Coolcstown's Veter¬ 
ans' Memorial Park. The park 
pre-dates the war memorial: in 
1917, the first Memorial Com¬ 
mittee planted a maple tree for 
each Cookstown resident who 
had enlisted to fight in World 
War I. At the time, 65 maple 
trees were planted - and still 
serve as a living memorial. 

By the end of the first War, 
a total of 120 Cookstown men 
had enlisted, 85 went overseas 
- and 30 made the ultimate 
sacrifice.

The Town of Innisfil: 
Noise By-Law 131-12 

As it is finally beginning to feel like Spring, more of us 
will want to be outdoors so we can enjoy the wonderful 
weather. We must be mindful however of the Town of 
Innisfil’s Noise By-law, which regulates the emission 
of sounds. 

The By-law defines Noise as any unwanted or 
meaningless sound that exceeds 90 decibels and is 
likely to disturb the inhabitants of the municipality. 
Such disturbance is prohibited and deemed an offence 
under the Provincial Offences Act, with penalties of up 
to $5,000. 

Some common noise prohibitions in residential 
areas are: 

• The detonation of fireworks at all times except for 
Victoria Day, Canada Day, American Independence 
Day and New Years Eve 

• The discharge of firearms - at all times 

• Sound from audio or visual device, public address 
system, sound equipment, loud speaker or any 
musical or sound producing instrument at such 
volume as to disturb the peace, quiet or comfort of 
any individual - at all times 

• Persistent barking, calling or whining by any domestic 
pet or any other animal kept or used for any purpose 
other than agriculture - at all times 

• Yelling, shouting, hooting or other boisterous activity 
- at all times 

• The operation of any heavy equipment in connection 
with commercial construction activities - 8 pm to 
7 am (Mon - Fri) and every Saturday, Sunday or 
statutory holiday. 

• Racing of any motor vehicle other than in a racing 
event permitted by law - at all times 

• Operation of motor vehicle horn or other warning 
device except where required or authorized by law or 
in accordance with good safety practices. 

The By-law provides for the exemption of the 
noise prohibitions for: 

• emergency measures undertaken for the immediate 
health, safety or welfare of residents, or for the 
preservation or restoration of property 

• provision of essential services, such as police, 
ambulance and fire 

• a recognized festival 

• ringing of church bells or chimes 

• bona-fide farming operations 

NB: Any person may make an Application for Exemption 
to the Director of Infrastructure under Noise By-Law No. 
131 -12, to be granted an exemption from the provisions 
of this by-law with respect to any source or noise for 
which he/she might be prosecuted.

Reaching for 
the bottom rung 


B ank of Canada Governor 

Stephen Poloz isn't the one 
who is out of touch. It's the people 
who are shocked that young people 
on the job market need to hustle 
to get ahead that need the reality 
check. 

But that didn't stop people from 
spitting outrage at words spoken by 
Poloz last Tuesday. 

"Get some real-life experience 
even though you're discouraged, 
even if it's for free/' he said. "If your 
parents are letting you live in the 
basement, you might as well go out 
and do something for free to put the 
experience on your CV." 

Clearly this was going to tick off 
some folks. After all, there's currently 
a push for more regulation. 

Poloz himself acknowledged 
he was straying from his domain 
of monetary policy, so maybe 
freelancing on this wasn't the 
smartest idea. 

But he's right — with caveats. 

The whole reason governments 
want to crack down on internships 
is because of abuse. 

There's the heartbreaking story 
of 22-year-old Andy Ferguson, who 
died in a head-on collision in 2011 
after working a morning shift and 
then all night at an Edmonton radio 


station. And the Ghomeshi saga 
has brought to light concerns about 
interns at the CBC. 

The world of internships, 
particularly unpaid, is clearly open 
for abuse. That's what we should 
be going after. The abuse. Not 
situations where both sides have 
agreed to reasonable terms. 

But back to Poloz: For some 
career objectives, it's not about 
what you'd ideally be doing. It's 
about what you need to do to reach 
the bottom rung. 

Modern economics isn't about 
charity. It's about the reality of the 
situation — about the supply and 
demand of the work force. Some 
young people are trained in fields 
with big demand. So they get the job. 
Full pay. Full benefits. Sometimes 
even great pay, right out of the gate. 

Then there are jobs where there 
is more supply than demand. So 
employers can pick and choose. 
Sometimes the market is such that 
young people so badly want their 
foot in the door that they're willing 
to perform menial tasks for free. 

Let's keep everything fair, legal 
and above board. But that doesn't 
mean young people should be 
discouraged from making short¬ 
term sacrifices in a bid for long¬ 
term career benefits.

Board needs a plan 
to ensure more space 
for incoming students 

After reading the reports, recom¬ 
mendations and approvals of the Sim- 
coe County District School Board in 
respect to the closing of Barrie Cen¬ 
tral Collegiate in lune of 2016, one 
cannot believe what they are read¬ 
ing, or what the trustees are thinking. 

It also has to be noted more than half 
of the board of trustees will not be return¬ 
ing for the next term. There will be a whole 
new board of trustees starting Dec. 1, 

2014. The current board is leaving, so that 
leaves the new board to deal with a logisti¬ 
cal nightmare with no aparent solution. 

Trustees agreed at the last com¬ 
mittee meeting of the board to close 
the Barrie high school in lune of 2016 
and place the building up for sale. 

The student accommodation cri¬ 
sis this will create is unbelievable. 

On Sept. 2, 2016, there will be more 
than 1,000 public secondary students in 


Barrie and the area will not have class¬ 
room space for them in the board's 
four remaining secondary schools. 

This is ludicrous, to say the least. 

The Ontario government, through 
our local MPP and the Ministry of Edu¬ 
cation, must step in immediately to 
prevent this enrolment disaster. 

Enrolment planners with com¬ 
mon sense must correct this. 

In September of 2016, there must 
be student places for the 6,156 stu¬ 
dents the board says will be attend¬ 
ing secondary schools in Barrie. 

Their current planning places them 
short by more than 1,000 places. 

If I were a parent of a student who will 
be attending secondary school in Bar¬ 
rie in September of 2016,1 would be very 
concerned and taking action against the 
board to guarantee my child a space. 

I cannot believe the current plan¬ 
ning could be acceptable to any respon¬ 
sible person with any common sense.

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Historic Innisfil communities recognized

Innisfil was once dotted 
with small communities, like 
Bethesda, Craigvale and Knock. 

Now, the communities are 
all but forgotten, with only a 
pioneer cemetery, a historic 
building or two, or a rubble 
foundation to mark their loca¬ 
tion. 

Ileen Sabean, a member 
of the Innisfil Heritage Com¬ 
mittee, is helping to change 
that. The committee, with 
the blessing of Innisfil coun¬ 
cil, will be placing historical 
markers at the sites of former 
hamlets. Additional signs will 
provide heritage interpreta¬ 


tion at locations of historic 
significance like the 'Beeton 
Sub' branch line, now part of 
the Trans Canada Trail. 

The Beeton Sub was a 
spur rail line built in the mid 
1870s by the Hamilton & 
North Western Railroad to 
link the bustling economic 
centres of Coolcstown and 
Thornton. When the tracks 
were torn up, it was trans¬ 
formed into trail, linking up 
with the Trans Canada sys¬ 
tem of trails. 

Sabean did the research for 
the 11 heritage markers that will 
be installed this year, scouring 
the Simcoe County Archives for 
information on forgotten settle¬ 


ments, and historic locales. 

She was astounded to 
learn that Innisfil was once 
before a "growth centre" and 
hub of industry. 

"Innisfil's population 
reached a peak around 1870," 
she said, riding the crest of a 
logging boom. But once the 
boom went bust and the tim¬ 
ber had been cut, the popu¬ 
lation dropped by half. It has 
only slowly recovered. 

The first of the heritage 
markers was unveiled on 
Monday, Nov. 10 at the point 
where the Beeton Sub crossed 
5 Sideroad in Innisfil. The 
section of Trans Canada Trail 
has been built and improved 


in part through the efforts of 
the Bonsecours Snowmo¬ 
bile Club, which has pro¬ 
vided labour and materials, 
including the placement of 
180 tonnes of stone in gabian 
baskets, by hand, to prevent 
the trail from washing out. 

Club representative fohn 
Goodfellow joined members 
of the Innisfil Heritage Com¬ 
mittee and Innisfil Coun. Doug 
Lougheed at the unveiling. 

The signs are being funded 
through the County of Sim- 
coe's "Trails Connecting 
Communities" program, 
and a grant from the Town of 
Innisfil's Economic Develop¬ 
ment program.

Every year, District 16 of the Ontario 
Horticultural Association hands out 
bursaries to Simcoe County horticul¬ 
tural students in memory of Dr. Ray¬ 
mond E. Ives. 

The Dr. Raymond E. Ives Horticultural 
Bursary Award was established in 1976 
to honour the memory of the inspiring 
and well-loved president of the Alliston 
Horticultural Society. Since it began, 
District 16 has awarded scholarships to 
178 students involved in horticultural or 
agricultural programs at the post-sec¬ 
ondary level. 

This year, the district presented a total 
of $3,200 to four students. The amount 
was based on marks, community service, 
and nature of the horticultural courses 
being taken. 

One of the winners was 20-year-old 
Alyssa Gingras, who received a bursary 
of $910. Gingras is enrolled in a Bach¬ 
elor of Science program with a major in 


environmental biology, at the University 
of Guelph. Her focus is on the honey bee, 
and she currently volunteers at the uni¬ 
versity assisting a Ph.D. student in honey 
bee research. 

Appropriately, members of the Gilford 
& District Horticultural Society — Kathy 
Barraclough and Sharon Wice — pre¬ 
sented the bursary at Dickey Bee Honey's 
Honey House on the 3rd Line of Innisfil. 
Co-owner Sandy Dickey added her con¬ 
gratulations. 

“We need your open mind, we need 
your enthusiasm. We're in a crisis 
right now with honeybees," Dickey 
told Gingras.

INNISFIL - It took 63 weeks 
and an investment of $60 mil¬ 
lion, but on Friday, Nov. 7, part¬ 
ners RioCan Investments and 
Tanger Outlets cut the ribbon 
to officially open the new Tan¬ 
ger Outlets Cookstown mall, at 
highways 400 and 89. 

“It really was a transforma¬ 
tion," said Tom McDonough, 
Tangers executive vice-president 
and CEO. 

The construction and reno¬ 
vations more than doubled the 
size of the original Cookstown 
Outlet Mall to more than 300,000 
square-feet of retail space, hous¬ 
ing 83 world-renowned brands 
from Ralph Lauren and Tommy 
Hilfiger, to Nike, Gap and Ameri¬ 
can Eagle Outfitters. 

“We have literally rebuilt Tan¬ 
ger Cookstown, from the inside- 
out," said property manager fodi 
Chamberland. 

loining Chamberland and 
McDonough on stage for the cer¬ 
emony were RioCan president 
and COO Raghunath Davloor 
and Innisfil Mayor Barb Baguley. 

“This is probably one of my 
last functions as mayor in this 
town and I’m so happy to be 
here to celebrate the success," 


said Baguley, who was defeated 
in the Oct. 27 municipal elec¬ 
tion. “The town is pleased, to 
say the least; $60 million invest¬ 
ment in our town is incredible." 

She noted that the re-envi¬ 
sioned Tanger Outlets Cooks¬ 
town will generate 400 full and 
part-time jobs. “This is a shot in 
the arm for our local economy." 

Baguley later read a message 
from Simcoe County Warden Cal 
Patterson, thanking Tanger “for 
investing in Cookstown, in Inn¬ 
isfil, and in Simcoe County." 

Ward Coun. Lynn Dollin, 
returned to council as Innis- 
fil’s deputy mayor, added her 
welcome and thanked Tanger 
Outlets for putting “Innisfil on 
the map." 

In turn, McDonough 
thanked the town, his staff, 
and Tanger's partners. 

“It's a beautiful day," he said. 
“For Tanger, opening a great 
new world-class centre is a 
beautiful day." 

“We want to deliver shoppers 
the best-known names... lower 
prices... an extremely pleasing 
shopping environment that will 
entice shoppers to Cookstown, 
again and again." 

McDonough noted that the 
project achieved its construction 


deadlines, going “from a dream 
to a plan, to a beautiful facility 
like this, that will attract shop¬ 
pers for years to come," in just 
over a year. 

McDonough and Davloor 
presented the Royal Victoria 
Regional Health Centre Founda¬ 
tion with a donation of $10,000 
and the Barrie Ribbons of Hope 
Dragon Boat Team, made up of 
cancer survivors, with a cheque 
for $5,000. 

Tanger owns 46 shopping 
outlets, the majority of them in 
the U.S. 

Cookstown is the fourth Tan¬ 
ger Outlet in Canada and the 
only one of the company's prop¬ 
erties that is fully enclosed. 

Compared to where the mall 
was 15 months ago, the contrast 
is amazing, McDonough said, 
noting that the rebuilt centre 
offers more space, a fresh new 
look, and features that include 
digital directories and instore 
coupons, for an “interactive" 
shopping experience. 

And it seems certain that the 
Tanger formula will work as well 
in Canada as it does in the U.S. 

“Canadians as well as Amer¬ 
icans like a bargain - and they 
like brand names," McDonough 
said.

Last year, Town of Innisfil employees 
broke all records when it came to rais¬ 
ing funds for the United Way Greater 
Simcoe County, and the agencies that 
it supports. 

The goal was to raise $15,000, but 
pledges and fundraising came to 
about $17,000 and approximately 
60% of staff participated in the payroll 
deduction program. 

This year, the United Way campaign 
committee is setting the bar even 
higher. The target is $17,000 in fund¬ 
raising, and a participation rate of 65% 
in payroll deductions. 

Deputy CAO Andy Campbell, 
helping to launch the campaign 
on Monday, Nov. 10, explained the 
importance of United Way to the 
Innisfil community. 

"About one in three people in our 
community gets help from United Way, 
and that surprises me” Campbell said, 
calling it "hidden help" that ranges 
from breakfast programs in elementary 
schools to assistance for the deaf and 
hard of hearing. 

"Our research study showed us 
that United Way is putting its funds 
where the research shows there 
is a needed," said interim United 
Way Greater Simcoe County CEO 
Dale Biddell noted, particularly by 
addressing the housing and home¬ 
lessness crisis; helping children, 
youth and families access men¬ 
tal health programs; and providing 


accessible and affordable transpor¬ 
tation. 

Biddell told town staff, "Workplace 
campaigns are the absolute back¬ 
bone" of the United Way, especially 
now that the umbrella organization 
has begun an ambitious three-year 
growth strategy to meet the needs of 
Simcoe County. 

"It is all being put to very good use, 
right here in our communities," Bid¬ 
dell said. 

One recipient of funding has been 
Youth Haven, in Barrie the only shelter 
for homeless youth between the ages of 
16 and 24 in Simcoe County. 

Executive director of Youth Haven 
Nathan Sykes described the case man¬ 
agement, life skills, counselling and rec¬ 
reational activities provided to youth at 
risk, "whether they are staying with us 
or not." 

Sykes pointed out that children are 
often those most impacted by poverty 
and that clients seen at Youth Have are 
often struggling with issues of abuse, 
mental illness, and addiction. 

He urged staff to live up to the slogan 
of United Way, to "turn spare change 
into real change." 

Innisfil town staff plan a number 
of different fundraising activities 
over the coming weeks, including 
the Superhero Challenge: depart¬ 
ment managers are volunteering to 
be auctioned off to the highest bid¬ 
der and put to work in the com¬ 
munity to help out at charities and 
events for half a day.

Innisfil youth wins environmental award

Every year, the Lake Sim¬ 
coe Region Conservation 
Authority hands out Con¬ 
servation Awards, recog¬ 
nizing a new crop of Water¬ 
shed Heroes: organiza¬ 
tions, groups and individ¬ 
uals who work to preserve 
soil and water quality, pre¬ 
vent erosion, restore habi¬ 
tat, and educate the public 
on environmental issues, 
within the Lake Simcoe 
Watershed. 

Mike Walters, who 
recently took on the role of 
CAO at the authority after 
working at the LSRCA for 
three decades, said, "In 
that 30 years we've seen 
tremendous changes in 
the watershed, some good 
and some bad." Walters, 
addressing the Conser¬ 
vation Awards Ceremony 
held Nov. 6, at Madsen's 
Greenhouses in Newmar¬ 
ket, noted that key chal¬ 
lenges include climate 
change, and rapid munici¬ 
pal growth. 

"We have to work together, 
to ensure that as that growth 
occurs, it is sustainable." 

Emcee Julia Bachelor 
spoke of the work of the 
nominees in creating "a safer, 
healthier and more resilient 
community for all of us... 
The Watershed Heroes we 
celebrate tonight continue 
to preserve and protect the 
health of Lake Simcoe" 

"They plant trees, restore 


our habitat, protect waters, 
and reach out to other peo¬ 
ple. They're helping us pre¬ 
pare for change... to rebuild a 


more resilient environment," 
said Debbie Bath, chair of the 
LSRCA. "They are the true 
agents of change, and inspi¬ 


ration for us all." 

Volunteer awards were 
presented to Bradford West 
Gwillimbury residents Jim 
Masin and Jeff Inlcpen, for 
their support of Scanlon 
Creek Conservation Area. 

The Water Conservation 
Award was presented to the 
Town of East Gwillimbury, for 
its work on the Colony Trail 
Pond in Holland Landing. 

Soil Conservation 
Awards were presented to 
Brett Davis of King Town¬ 
ship, RDR Marine Systems 
of Oro-Medonte, Eliza¬ 
beth and Ron Plashkes of 
Uxbridge, Robert Mein- 
schenlc of King Town- 
sip, the York Energy Cen¬ 
tre in partnership with 
the Township of King and 
farmer Doug VanLuylc; 
and Innisfil resident Sam 
Visser, for switching to an 
efficient low-pressure irri¬ 
gation system. 

Education Awards were 
presented to Tim Crooks 
and Claire Malcolmson of 
Oro-Medonte, Twin Lakes 
Secondary School of Oril¬ 


lia; Lester B. Pearson Pub¬ 
lic School of Aurora; and 
Nantyr Shores Secondary 
School in Innisfil. Nantyr's 
ECOS (Environmentally 
Conscious Organization of 
Students) introduced a suc¬ 
cessful Green Bin Program, 
and fundraised to install 
solar panels at the school - 
"truly an inspiration and a 
model for other watershed 
schools to follow." 

Media Recognition 
Award went to Rogers TV's 
Georgina Life, a weekly 
lifestyle show that has sup¬ 
ported the LSRCA. 

Pioneering Green Com¬ 
munities Awards were pre¬ 
sented to the York Region 
Geocachers Club of New¬ 
market Aurora; and to 
Melissa Hunter of Barrie, a 
teacher at St. Peter's Catho¬ 
lic High School and faculty 
head of the Environmental 
Club. Hunter - "a wonderful 
teacher, student leader and 
true environmental hero" - 
has led tree-planting initia¬ 
tives, and was instrumen¬ 


tal in finding funding for the 
LSRCA Science Days pro¬ 
gram, which has provided 
over 200 science students 
with hands-on experience at 
Sunnidale Park. 

Conservation Award of 
Merit - presented to Brock 
Sportsmen, affiliated with 
Ducks Unlimited. 

The Ernie Crossland Young 
Conservationist Award went 
to Johnathan Purlcis of Inn¬ 
isfil, who was just 13 when 
he was nominated by Killar- 
ney Beach Public School, for 
his volunteer efforts in set¬ 
ting up school-wide recy¬ 
cling, and other environ¬ 
mental programs. By Grade 
8, Johnathan was the Green 
Team leader at the school, 
not only spending "endless 
hours researching, planning," 
but also monitoring class¬ 
room recycling, and training 
other students. Nowin Grade 
9 at Nantyr Shores SS, he has 
offered to return to his ele¬ 
mentary school, to help lead 
environmental projects. 

The recipient of the 2014 
George R. Richardson Con¬ 
servation Award of Hon¬ 
our for lifetime achieve¬ 
ment was John Tran, a pro¬ 
fessional engineer whose 
career spanned over 30 
years as an "environmen¬ 
tal leader, innovator and 
mentor working to protect 
and improve the ecologi¬ 
cal health of Lake Simcoe 
and the Great Lakes." He 
was involved in formulating 
Ontario's stormwater man¬ 
agement policies, LSEMS 
Lake Simcoe Environmental 
Management program, bio¬ 
engineering along the Hol¬ 
land River, and construction 
of engineered wetlands in 
Aurora. Tran, a resident of 
Bradford West Gwillimbury, 
passed away in March of this 
year, after a battle with can¬ 
cer; the award was accepted 
by his daughters Marissa 
and Danielle. 

MPP for York Simcoe, 
Julia Munro congratulated 
the recipients, noting that 
the number of awards 
presented each year has 
grown - this year, to 22 
- reflecting not only the 
scope of the LSRCA, but 
the range of its partners, 
from organizations and 
municipalities, to Youth. 

They are all Watershed 
Heroes "who put that one 
foot forward to make a differ¬ 
ence," Munro said. "We are 
certainly proud of you all."

Barrie business man released from jail

A Barrie man charged with 
defrauding local citizens 
of more than $600,000 was 
released from custody on 
Monday after spending the 
weekend in jail. 

Reginald Roslcaft, 58, a 
longtime businessman, is 
charged with several counts 
of theft and fraud. 


Police allege Roslcaft oper¬ 
ated a Ponzi scheme and 
pretended he was taking 
the money of friends and 
associates to invest it under 
the bogus name of Trelcant 
Group, but he kept the 
money for himself. 

None of the allegations 
have been proven in court. 

As Roslcaft stood in the 
prisoner's box, Crown 
attorney Ann Tierney read 


off a long list of allegations 
against him. 

However, there is a ban on 
publication of those details. 

The publication ban is 
temporary and put in place 
to protect Roslcaft if his case 
goes to trial. However, if 
he takes the case to trial, it 
would not begin for two to 
four years following several 
court pretrials involving 
legal discussions. 


Roslcaft was allowed to go 
home to live with his daugh¬ 
ter in Oshawa. 

Aside from the criminal 
charges, Roslcaft has previ¬ 
ously been fined $250,000 
in a separate list of offences 
by the Mutual Fund Deal¬ 
ers Association of Canada 
(MFDA). 

Following a hearing last 
May, Roslcaft was found 
guilty of misappropriating 


funds in 2010 and 2011, as 
well as failing to attend his 
own hearing and failing to 
co-operate with the MFDA. 

“The respondent preyed 
on vulnerable senior citi¬ 
zens, realized significant 
benefits by appropriating 
at least $111,799 from his 
clients and actively mis¬ 
led his clients about the 
monies advanced to him," 
the MFDA panel noted in 


its written decision, which 
can be found on the MFDA 
website. 

Police say at least seven 
complainants have come 
forward. 

The investigation contin¬ 
ues and Barrie police detec¬ 
tives say they are looking for 
more victims. 

Roslcaft is scheduled to be 
back in court Dec. 1 for a 
brief appearance.

5 ways to stay energy

4. Use 'free' heat: Open curtains and blinds on 
sunny days to let the warmth in. 

5. Seal it up: Check for air leaks around doors, 
windows and electrical outlets and use caulking 
or weather stripping to seal out the cold air. If you 
were to add up all the leaks in the average Cana¬ 
dian home, you would end with a hole about the 
size of a basketball.

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Baguley found 
to have violated 
code of conduct

Innisfil Mayor Barb Baguley 
was found to have violated the 
town's code of conduct during 
the recent election campaign, 
but on the recommendation 
of the town's integrity com¬ 
missioner, won't be facing any 
sanctions. 

During the 2014 munici¬ 
pal election, complaints were 
filed by a citizen alleging that 
Baguley had contravened the 
code of conduct for members 
of council by using the town's 
corporate logos on her elec¬ 
tion material. 

The complainant also 
alleged she posted an invita¬ 
tion on her Facebook page as 
well as meet and greet posters 
that used the same graphics 
as her re-election material. 

The Sept. 18 complaints 
were referred to the town's 
integrity commissioner 
John Mascarin, who was 
appointed under the Munic¬ 
ipal Act last year. 

He filed his report during 
the Nov. 12 meeting of council 

“It's the first formal com¬ 


plaint that was filed with me 
as integrity commissioner. 
In my view, it is a valid com¬ 
plaint," he told council, as 
Baguley left the mayor's chair 
and sat in the audience. 

His investigation deter¬ 
mined that in one case there 
was a violation. 

Section 12 of the Municipal 
Act bans the use of municipal 
resources or property for elec¬ 
tion activities or campaigns, 
which would include the use 
of the town logo. 

“Mayor Baguley did not 
dispute that she used the 
corporate logos on her web¬ 
site," Mascarin told coun¬ 
cil. “My view is that she did 
contravene the code of con¬ 
duct by using the resources." 
He accepted the mayor's 
explanation, that she “had not 
realized that they were actu¬ 
ally town resources under the 
code of conduct," an explana¬ 
tion he found “plausible, and 
understandable." 

He also noted that the logos 
were removed by Baguley “the 
same day the Elections Officer 
notified her they could be a 
contravention," and she apol¬ 


ogized for the error. 

Mascarin dismissed the 
complaint related to the Face- 
boolcpage because it is a private 
account that was established 
and administered by Baguley 
herself, and not the town. 

The meet and greet graph¬ 
ics that were posted on both 
the campaign website and 
Facebook page also were not 
in contravention, because 
they were created by a family 
member, used no municipal 
funding, and were posted on 
private sites. 

Mascarin concluded there 
was a single breach of the code 
of conduct, for which Baguley 
could be reprimanded or face 
a stronger sanction of a 90-day 
suspension of pay. 

“(After) having apologized 
and having admitted her mis¬ 
take and removing the mate¬ 
rials, my recommendation is 
that no sanctions be imposed 
on Mayor Baguley," he said, 
noting, “I'm only providing 
advice and recommendation." 

Council accepted his rec¬ 
ommendation and Baguley 
resumed her seat in the may¬ 
or's chair.

‘It’s a different kind of war now’

We shall remember them. 

Andrew Miller was one 
of hundreds of people 
gathered around the cen¬ 
otaph at Memorial Square 
on Tuesday morning for 
the annual Remembrance 
Day service. 

The Barrie resident and 
former Royal Air Force 
(RAF) flight sergeant flew 
as an engineer during 
the Korean War and saw 
the horrors of war first¬ 
hand while transporting 
wounded soldiers to hos¬ 
pital. 

During the Second World 
War, he was a youngster 
growing up in a small Scot¬ 
tish town approximately 13 


kilometres from Clydebank 
and when he was nine years 
old, he witnessed a squad¬ 
ron of the German Luftwaffe 
headed towards the indus¬ 
trial city. 

“I remember stand¬ 
ing outside and the Ger¬ 
man bombers were coming 
right down Loch Lomand. 
Then they started bomb¬ 
ing Clydesbanlc. I saw them 
quite a few times after that," 
he said at his south-end 
Barrie home. 

While witness to a world 
war and the Korean conflict, 
Miller hopes today's young 
people don't have to endure 
living through war and com¬ 
ing face-to-face with its ugly 
consequences. 

He hopes as many ele¬ 
mentary and high school 


students attend the Remem¬ 
brance Day ceremony down¬ 
town Barrie on Tuesday, as 
he has done without fail for 
the last 20 years. 

“It is the 100th anniver¬ 
sary of the start of the First 
World War this year and that 
is important for two rea¬ 
sons," he said, wearing his 
RAF dress uniform, complete 
with kilt. 

“The first is to let younger 
people know what war is all 
about. I don't think they're 
as fully appreciative of what 
war is like and the reality of 
it," he said. “The people who 
do know are the vets. They've 
been there. 

“I would hate to think 
the kids today would have 
to be conscripted as we 
were. I wouldn't like to see 


that happen." 

He recalls hearing on the 
radio on June 6, 1944 that 
D-Day had started. 

“There was quite a lot of 
excitement at the cinema 
about that campaign on the 
beaches. I still have quite 
clear memories of it," he 
said. “We were cheering the 
troops on: the noise in the 
cinema was incredible." 

Miller spent almost four 
years in the RAF 44 Squad¬ 
ron taking part in anti¬ 
terrorists flights over the 
China Sea and Bay of Ben¬ 
gal during the Korean War 
as well as in transport air¬ 
craft evacuating wounded 
troops to Japan and mili¬ 
tary hospitals in Hong Kong 
until 1952 

“The people we picked 


up were really happy to 
be flown back. We did the 
more serious injuries that 
couldn't be handled in Jap¬ 
anese hospitals: missing 
limbs, serious head inju¬ 
ries and the like," he said. 
“There was only one aircraft 
— painted white with the 
big red cross on it — that 
was shot down. 

“I was in the RAF longer 
than most of the air crews 
in Second World War, but 
they saw a helluva lot more 
than I did. There were 
more than 58,600 casual¬ 
ties in the Commonwealth 
Bomber Command alone," 
Miller said. 

A recent Ipsos Reid poll 
states that three in 10, 
roughly 27% of Canadians, 
attended a Remembrance 


Day ceremony compared to 
23% last year. 

“It's a different kind of war 
now," he said, referring to the 
recent tragic events in Que¬ 
bec and Ottawa when uni¬ 
formed soldiers were tar¬ 
geted and killed. 

“That's the first time it's 
happened here. It's come 
home to us. It shows we're 
vulnerable to Islamic State 
and other terrorists," Miller 
said. 

“You only have to see what 
happened in Hamilton as 
far as the memorial service 
for Cpl. Nathan Cirillo goes," 
he said. "They turned out by 
the thousands to show their 
appreciation for that young 
man losing his life."
